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One Change Made 


in Zoning Proposal 


Conversion of Single House into Apartments to Be Al- 
lowed—Plan Explained in Detail at Public Hear- 
ing in Town Hall Friday Evening 


One amendment was added to the pro- 
posed zoning ordinance following a hearing 
held at the town hall last Friday night. The 
change was made in Section XII (4), which 
previously limited the appeal board’s powers 
to permitting conversion of a present-day 
one-family house into a two-family house. 
This has been extended so that such houses 
may also be converted into apartment 
houses. 

The hearing last Friday was poorly at- 
tended, with only about 25 present. How- 
ever, several interesting and important 
points were brought up. 

Objections presented to the proposed 
plan were that the law would not have any 
teeth in it, that the United States supreme 
court had ruled zoning unconstitutional un- 
less the existing conditions hurt the morals 
or health of the neighborhood, and that it 
was drawing the line pretty fine if only single 
houses could be built in the future. 

It was stated in rebuttal that if the ma- 
jority of the town voted for the law, it would 
be enforceable, that other towns have zoning 
laws, and that the law provides for appeal 
finally to the town meeting, which can grant 
exceptions to the law by two-thirds vote. 

Walter M. Lamont, chairman of the plan- 

ning board, Frank H. Hardy, Sidney P. 
White, and Roy E. Hardy explained the pro- 
posed plan. It was emphasized that the | 
present home owner would not be affected in 
any wey, save that their property would be 
given better protection from the valuation 
losses arising from ill-considered construction 
by an abutter. The present board had paid 
particular attention it was stated, to remov- 
ing the objections against a plan presented 
six years ago. The educational districts in the 
present plan include only the present pro- 
perty of the schools. Two-tenement houses 
can be built only in the business and indus- 
trial districts. 

William A. Harnedy, in commenting on a 
statement that present buildings in residen- 
tial sections could not be remodeled into 
apartments, said that he knew of a syndicate 
planning a $60,000 apartment house just 
outside the business section’s limits. He de- 
clared that the tax value of such a building 
would be lost under such a plan. Sidney P. 
White, a planning board member, stated that 
if the plans for such an apartment house 
were satisfactory, the town meeting would 
undoubtedly pass them by a two-thirds vote.

Call Special Meeting 
for First of October 


for Acceptance of Zoning 


Ordinance—Articles Ask Purchase of Land at 
Pomps, Officer for Ballardvale 


The selectmen in Monday voted to call a 
special town meeting for the evening of Oc- 
tober first, principally to act on the pro} 
zoning law. A warrant containing eleven 
articles has been drawn up. It appears in 
full on page 3 of this issue. 

The first article deals with the zoning 
ordinance. The second asks an appropriation 
of $100 to cover the rest of the athletic field 
in Shawsheen village. Articles 3, 5, and 9 
deal with E.R.A. work. The first asks an ap- 
propriation of an unstated sum of money for 
material and truck hire, the second asks a 
sum for the extension of the water main be- 
yond the Watson Park company, and the 
third asks a transfer of unexpended balances 
in the B.P.W. accounts to E.R.A. materials 
accounts. 

Article 5 again requests the acceptance of 
Lowell Junction road, and Article 6 asks the 
town to purchase the Watson-Park water 
main at a cost of $3,360. The main runs from 
Tewksbury street to near Lowell Junction 
road, 

Article 7 asks $5,000 for the purchase of 
more land at Pomps pond, and article 8 asks 
an addition to the police appropriation for 
the purpose of employing a night officer in 
the Vale.

A Fine Suggestion 


One of our local clergymen is con- | 
templating sending to the Board of| 
Selectmen a petition requesting that} 
anyone at present on the welfare list 
who spends the public’s money on drink 
or in betting or who has refused a posi- 
tion in some other employ be remoyed 
from the list immediately. It is an inter-| 
esting suggestion because it represents | 
a militant attitude on the part of the 
clergy in furthering the standards of this 
community and seems an| 
excellent way of attacking some of the 
problems which have bothered Andover 
for the last year. 

The Andover Association of Ministers 
voted last year to go on record as being 
opposed to license here in Andover, and | 
now there are many local citizens who 
wish that they had let the clergymen 
mark their ballots for them on this} 
question. Andover's particular “noble | 
experiment” has proven a failure, but as 
long as it continues it seems only fair 
that the publie should not be forced to 
pay for drinks for welfare men. This 
applies not only to the men on the regu- 
lar welfare list but also to the E.R.A. 
workers. Both groups are being sup-} 
ported at public expense because the 
nation feels that it must keep people | 
from going hungry, but no one can even 
imagine an obligation to keep people | 
from going thirsty, at least with the kind 
of thirst that water won't satisfy. }

The Midnight Sun 

The midnight sun ts visible within 
the Arctic Circle at and near mid-sum- 
mer. The sun its then observed to 
skirt the horizon without dipping be 
low it. This results from the Inclina- 
tion of the earth's axis to the plane of 
its orbit. The elevation of the pole 
at any given spot ts equal to the lat! 
tude of that spot; and the sun's polar 
distance on mid-summer day being 66% 
degrees, the sun can barely graze the 
horizon.

before and after mid-summer; and at 
the pole Itself a day of six months be 
gins at the spring equinox, the sun 
circling at first round the rim of the 
horizon, then in gradually more ele 
vated circles parallel to it. At 
North cape, latitude 738% degrees 
north, the midnight sun ts visible from 
May 12 to July 20. At no place in

Stamp Act England’s Most 
Important Revenue Order 


Probably the most important tax 
measure ever enacted was the Stamp 
Act of 1765, passed by the English 
parliament, for ralsing revenue In the 
American colonies, It was this act 
which crystallized growing discontent, 
finally resulting in the American 
Revolution and changing the course 
of the history of English-speaking peo- 
ples, 

The idea of revenue stamps was not 
new. These had first been Iintro- 
duced in England in the reign of 
William and Mary about 1695 and had 
been in use ever since. The stamps 
for documents were attached to 
sheets of vellum which the commis- 
sioner sold at rates specified and 
which could be used either to con- 
tain the written instrument or at- 
tached as a jacket. The stamps were 
embossed impressions on small pleces 
of cardboard colored differently for 
each denomination and were attached 
to the vellum by lead staples with the 
ends clinched over each other before 
the impression was applied. The 
stamp was then made by a machine 
similar to seal presses of today which 
impressed the design on the card- 
board, lead fastening and vellum at 
the same operation, Newspaper and 
book stamps were printed in sheets 
to be cut apart and attached in a 
similar manner to those on docu- 
ments but without the use of the 
embossed design. The lead staples 
were used as the easiest means of 
attaching, as gum had not been 
thought of at the time. 

The stamps for the colonies were 
duplicates of those in use in England 
except that the word “America” was 
added at the top. Few, If any, were 
ever actually used on this side, owing 
to the disturbances on their arrival, 
and such of the remainder as es- 
caped destruction were returned to 
England where the “America” was 
clipped off and the stamps mixed into 
the regular English stock to be dis- 
tributed as required, 


World’s Biggest Nose Is 
That of the Sperm Whale 


The huge cavities In the skull of the 
sperm whale, which seem like tanks 
for storing the valuable spermaceti oll 
of commerce, have been recognized as 
the creature's nostrils, says the Mon- 
treal Herald. This huge nose Is six 
times as big as the whole’s brain-case, 
and a whale with a head 12 feet long 
and 6 feet high will have a nose 10 
feet long and 5 feet high; and a big 
whale may have as much as 500 gal- 
lons of oll in its nose! Through the 
bones, fat, oll, and connective tissue 
of this vast organ run the nasal pas- 
sages, the right and larger one capa- 
cious enough to admit a man, This 
can be expanded, and has a much 
smaller aperture leading into the 
windpipe funnel than the left passage, 
and it has been ascertained that these 
passages to the throat can be closed 
by two enormous plugs, which fune- 
tion exactly like the stopper in a bath 
or washbasin. ‘This unique contsol of 


| its breathing apparatus enables the 


whale to “hold its breath’ when it 
dives to a depth of a mile, and also 
prevents the tremendous pressure at 
that depth from forcing the air out of 
the whale’s lungs. 


Word Origins 

Most people are familiar with what 
is termed a “salary.” But do you 
know whence came that word, or its 
significance? It comes from the Latin 
word, “sal,” meaning salt. Back tn 
the days of ancient Rome, Emperor 
Augustus gave his soldiers a_ cer- 
tain amount of money with which to 
buy salt. After a time, probably 
through long usage, the term became 
“salary” in English. The northern 
peak of the citadel of ancient Rome 
was occupied by the Temple of June 
Moneta—which means “the warner.” 
It was here in 269 B. ©, that the sen- 
ate set up u mint, and by association 
with the temple the word Moneta has 
survived in such words as “money,” 
“monetary,” etc.—Washington Star. 


Key of the Bastille 

The key of the Bastille from the for- 
tress “La Bastile” in Prance, is pre- 
served in a glass case among the relics 
at Mount Vernon, After the building 
was demolished by the mob who at- 
tacked it’on July 14, 1789, the key of 
the outer door was obtained by Gen- 
eral Lafayette, who sent it to General 
Washington. It Is a large, black, cross- 
handed key of wrought tron, seven 
inches in length. In offering it, La- 
fayette wrote: “It is a tribute which 
I owe as a son to my adopted father, 
as an aid-de-camp to my general, and 
as a missionary of liberty to its pa-
